Dig  the  hole  a  foot  wider  and  deeper  than  the  root  ball.  Place 
some  good  loamy  top  soil  in  the  hole  and  set  the  tree  a  trifle  lower 
than  it  stood  in  the  nursery.  Do  not  remove  the  burlap,  as  it 
disturbs  root  soil.  It  is  only  necessary 
to  roll  it  back  or  cut  it  away  from  the 
top  as  the  remainder  will  soon  rot  away. 

Then  fill  up  around  the  ball  with  good 
top  soil,  packing  firmly  by  tamping  or 
settling  with  water  and  finish  off  with 
loose  soil.
